left G ettysburg at

in the morning when their case was

As the C 
case was the first of a long list of 
requests for commutation of sentence, 
ii was the object of the G ettysburg 
attorneys to tx- prepared when they 
were called to appear. 
When summoned before the Board 
by its chairm an, Lieutenant Governor 
Edw ard E . Buddleman, District 
A t­ 
torney Topper briefly stated the Com­ 
m onw ealth’s side of the Collins ca so. 
O m itting entirely 
the sentimental 
side of the case, Mr, Topper recalled 
th e cold blooded circumstances >f the 
m urder, how' Collin* and his eonfe*,.*r- 
ato, Charles Reineeker, plotted the a f ­ 
fa ir In advance, 
how they procured 
G eo rg e Bushman to take them to Cai- 
lisle in a machine and then while on 
a lonely portion of the road near the 
\dam s-Cum ber!and 
county 
dividing 
line they killed him. 
“ The Commonwealth is presenting 
the facts of the case, which an* denied 
by no one,” said Mr. Topper to the 
Board. 
“ These 
facts 
are 
the ones 
which convicted Collins in the Adams 
county court and which convinced the 
Suprem e Court to uphold the verdict 
of guilty in the first degree. 
That 
two years and a quarter have passed 
since the time of the m urder is no 
reason for the Commonwealth to alter 
from its original stand.” 
Extrem e youth of the defendant and 
an unusual condition existing in G et­ 
tysburg in the fa lF o f 1018. were the 
reasons advanced by Mr. Benner for 
commutation of sentence from death 
to life imprisonment. 
He called a ‘- 
tention of the Board to the fact th a t 
Collins is now but twenty years of 
ag e and was only eighteen at the 
tim e the crime was com m itted. 
He 
also said that he believed Collins was 
greatly influenced by 
the unnatural 
conditions existing 
here because of 
Camp Colt and never wmuld have mur- 
dered Bushman 
under ordinary cir­ 
cumstances.

every man, woman and child in the 
land, so a family of ten would be $320 
besides the 
road 
tax, 
school tax, 
and all other taxes. 
We have seen no effort on the p art 
of the governm ent to attem p t to re­ 
duce its pay roll. The loss of revenue 
due to prohibition is many millions 
to the governm ent, and how 
many 
millions m ore of a loss in fighting 
the liquor profiteer*.

things, even a rabbit. 
Several citizens this fall killed rab- 
i bits with a stick and it cost them 
some $30 each. When the season is 
here to kill rabbits has the law any 
business to say how that rabbit must 
be killed, or any other skunk, m usk­ 
rat, coon or any other pest?

1 houid ’n* no laws for the protection 
of these pests. 
Sixty 
years 
ago 
these pests 
were 
numerous when 
there were no laws to protect them 
and now with the States sw arm ing 
with gam e and fish wardens the cry 
is there is a scarcity of these things.

It would la* better for the farm er if 
there were no fish

stream s. 
, I he past harvest the farm ers along 
Marsh Creek were offering $b per 
day for hands.
